Other aldermen have 
claimed to be able to show various 
other conditions of the city water 
works. 
lf the city has been keeping any 
accounting system for this munici- 
S pally owned utility along the lim** 
prescribed tty the state, it is not indi­ 
cated in the budget of the city for 
, 1015, wherein it is shown that $21,- 
! OOO Is levied in the taxes for the 
maintenance of the water plant. 
('an't Tell Status 
W ithout such a state accounting 
system w hich is carefully designed to 
show departm ent costs and unit costa 
of municipally owned public utilities 
as well a* privately owned public 
utilities, it i* very difficult to under­ 
stand how persons can arrive at any 
adequate conception of profit or loss 
conditions as to venture public state­ 
ments, unless personal or political 
motives be the incentive, particular­ 
ly, because a large share of the out­ 
put of the plant is given away and 
one-third of its total revenue is a 
j donation from the tax receipt. 
An adequate 
accounting system 
| would contemplate that the city pay 
Its water departm ent for the use of 
all water used by the city, including 
that from street hydrants and sprink­ 
ling of parks and grounds, the same 
, as any other consumer, and probably 
that all users should pay by meter 
rates. A rate should be charged all 
I users sufficient to maintain the plant 
and pro\ide for its upkeep, which in­ 
cludes depreciation, interest and re­ 
dem ptions. 
This would undoubtedly 
mean a higher rate for water service 
than we are now 
paving, at least 
enough more to absorb the $21,000 
j raised by taxes 
after 
credits were 
nu d e from payment* 
for 
hydrants 
j etc. 
I i n fit at- tv* Small I *er 
It Is manifestly unfair for a small 
user of water to use and pay for his 
$:. worth of water and also be re­ 
quired to pay high taxes on hts little 
home that a large user of water may 
j bent fit thereby. 
Every public utility should be on 
Its ( i \ a d maintenance basis and the 
public utility law* states that any 
surplus from the ©iteration of the 
municipally owned utility 
shall 
be 
transferred to the general funds of 
the city, which Is the same disposi­ 
tion of the surplus as is the payment 
of dividends by the privately owned 
; public utility to its stockholders. 
It seems possible that by a small 
advance in water rates and the pay­ 
ment by the city for the water It 
uses, that two mills might be saved 
in the tax rate, as every mill saved 
means a reduction this year of $23.- 
000 in taxes collected, so that the

sea. hugging the British coast. 
The sinking of the Belridge last 
Friday aroused indignation in Nor­ 
way.

BRITISH ADMIRAL SEES 
POSSIBLE MOTIVE FOR 
GERMAN WAR ON U. S.

LONDON. Fei>. 23.— “ Germany will sink no American ship— unless 
by design. 
The German torpedo finding as its mark the hull of an Am­ 
erican vessel, will have lieen aimed 
and fired from Berlin. 
If an Am­ 
erican merchantman is sunk, it will be for the express purpose of drag­ 
ging America into the war." 
The speaker was England’s best known and best loved sailor— Ad­ 
miral Lord Charles Beresford. 
His name probably more than any oth­ 
er carries to Americans the picture of the typical British sea fighter. He 
is to Englishmen what Bob Evans 
was to Americans. Also he is 
one 
of the clearest naval thinkers of the age. 
His statement is the first in which any im portant personage con­ 
nected with British naval affairs has discussed this phase of the war. 
“ I don’t share the opinion of some of my countrymen that the Ger­ 
mans are fools.” said Lord H ereford. 
“ Every move of any magnitude 
Germany has made to date has been made delll*erately and thinkingly. 
Controlling intellects of Germany know that the sinking of an American 
ship, though apparently an accident, would l»e an event of the first mag­ 
nitude. They know as well as you th a t It would be a shell exploded In 
the magazine of American patriotism. 
They know the war

A demand for a stronger 
defen­ 
sive national policy, which he depart­ 
ed from his 
extemporaneous 
dis­ 
course to read from a carefully pre­ 
pared manuscript, some of Governor 
Emanuel Philipp’s auditors at 
the 
Washington and Lincoln celebration 
at the state normal school last even­ 
ing interpreted 
as His Excellency’s 
first bid for the United States sen­ 
ate. 
One year of compulsory military 
service for citizens of the 
United 
States was strongly suggested, if not 
ac tually advocated, in the governor’s 
remarks. 
That portion or his address which 
related to educational m atters may 
have been intended as an answer to 
the recent address of President Van 
Hise, before the university alumni 
here, but while in the language there 
I was a definite nflte of dissent from 
the established state policy affecting 
the university, no 
specific 
point 
made by "prexy” was met, nor was 
the name of the president mentioned. 
A larger proportion of school ad­ 
vantages for the country school, in­ 
duced by a more liberal rem unera­ 
tion for country school teachers, the 
legislature consenting, was the gov­ 
ernor’s one specific promise, but he 
did not take the time to explain his 
plans in detail. 
President F. A. Cotton opened the 
j exercises with an interesting diseus- 
i Bion of Washington and Lincoln, all 
I too brief, in which he showed how’, 
back of the aristocracy of Washing­ 
ton and the democracy of Lincoln 
were the s a m e motives and lofty pur­ 
pose. 
He then announced a march 
by the normal orchestra, at the con- 
! elusion of which he presented Will- 
, lam F. Wolfe, regent of the 
state 
normal schools. 
In an address of characteristic elo­ 
quence and force Mr. Wolfe dispell­ 
ed a few illusions about Washington, 
paving the way for the declaration 
that the true test of W ashington’s 
greatness, one that no other had suc­ 
cessfully met, was his declination of 
a crown to tender which a sufficient 
following “ took him up on a high 
mountain,” for in that noble refus­ 
al government by the people was giv­ 
en its opportunity. 
His tribute to 
Lincoln was equally strong, conclud­ 
ing in a flight 
of eloquence that 
lauded our heroes safely within 
the 
Pearly G a tes.

fully touching story of Lincoln’s Get­ 
tysburg speech, with a dramatic ef­

Miss Anna Hickisch, Mrs. Harry W at­ 
kins, Mr. C. R. Bearm ore and 
Mr. 
James R. Kerr, was beautifully ren­ 
dered and brought a storm of 
ap­ 
plause. 
Governor Philipp was introduced 
by Regent Wolfe and despite a touch 
of la grippe, valiantly lanched into 
an address which covered a consid­ 
erable range of subjects. 
The governor advised the young 
men of the normal that, while edu­ 
cation was an 
advantage, 
success 
must depend upon 
unrem itting in­ 
dustry and honesty. 
He recounted 
experiences in his 
own 
career to 
prove that the man who never finds 
the day too long 
for his m aster’s 
service will one day reap his reward 
in recognition by the master. 
The governor took a direct slap at 
socialism, and felt that the univer­ 
sity is inclined to be socialistic in 
its teachings. 
However, he assert­ 
ed that he had always been a friend 
of education, and promised the state 
normals that he would be "a* gen­ 
erous as the people would let him .” 
To illustrate the dancers he con­ 
ceived in a runaway course for dem­ 
ocracy, the governor cited his own 
experiences with 
the enfranchised 
negroes, during a considerable resi­ 
dence in the “ black belt” of Miss­ 
issippi. 
In conclusion His Excellency dis­ 
cussed the European war situation.
